The  fact  that 
Llanybyther  and  surroundings  are  situated  in  two  counties  makes  it  difficult  for  the  two  County  Author- 
ities to  come  to  a joint  amicable  agreement  to  engage  a Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse,  who  should 
reside  in  Llanybyther.  Such  a person  would  be  a great  boon  and  could  give  considerable  help  as  a mid- 
wife. In  the  old  Newcastle-in-Emlyn  Area  there  are  four  District  Nurses  who  are  qualified  midwives.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Water  : A scheme  for  supplying  the  village  of  Llanybyther  with  water  from  springs  about  three  miles  off  con- 
tinues to  give  satisfactory  results,  both  from  the  point  of  supply  and  purity. 

The  following  places  in  the  old  Newcastle-Emlyn  District  are  now  supplied  with  satisfactory  supplies,  viz  : 
Cilfod,  Bwlchmelyn,  Pontvvelly,  Cwmhiraeth,  New  Inn,  Gwyddgrug,  Atltwalis,  Pencader,  and  Brynteify. 
A Scheme  is  in  preparation  for  supplying  Llangeler,  Drefach,  Vclindre  and  Pentrecourt  Villages.  There 
is  a shortage  of  water  at  Ffaldybrenin  Village,  in  the  Parish  of  Llanycrwys. 

Rivers  and  Streams  : No  perceptible  pollution  has  been  detected. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage:  No  system  provided.  Sewage  is  usually  disposed  of  in  the  garden.  Surplus 
carted  away  periodically  by  farmers.

Ninetynine  Houses  were  inspected,  measured  and  recorded  on  Form  B.  Of  this  number  fortyeight 
were  deemed  to  be  overcrowded.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  four  cow-keepers  who  retail  milk.  There  are  eight  wholesale  producers  who  send  away 
their  milk  by  train.  60  Farms  and  Dairies  were  inspected  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods  : 

Number  of  animals  inspected  : Cattle,  207  ; Calves,  43  ; Sheep,  1007  ; Pigs,  115. 

During  the  year  periodic  inspections  were  paid  to  all  the  known  Slaughterhouses.  The  following  organs 
were  condemned  during  the  year  : (1)  6 Livers,  4 Sheep  and  2 Oxen.  These  were  found  to  be  infested 
with  liver  rot  caused  by  the  liver-fluke  worm.  This  condition  is  known  to  butchers  as  pipey  livers, 
and  the  meat  is  unfit  for  human  consumption.  A portion  of  the  hind  quarter  of  a pig  was  also  con- 
demned due  to  a deep  infection  of  ring  worm.  These  lesions  were  deep  seated  and  no  doubt  due  to 

the  irritation  caused  by  this  organism.  The  pig  had  bruised  the  underlying  meat  with  haemorrhage 
prior  to  slaughter,  and  therefore  the  meat  of  this  portion  was  unfit  for  human  consumption.  No 
lesions  of  Tuberculosis  were  found  on  any  carcase  during  the  year.  The  quality  of  the  meat  on  the 
whole  was  good.  Also  the  method  of  slaughter  and  cleanliness  of  both  the  dressing  of  the  carcase 
and  of  the  slaughterhouses  was  all  that  one  could  desire.

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

General : 

The  District  has  been  practically  free  from  infectious  diseases  during  the  year. 

No  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Malaria,  Dysentry,  or  Trench  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
year. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  Medical  Practitioners  by  the  Conncil. 

Examinations  of  Pathological  and  Bacteriological  specimens  are  made  by  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick  and  Dick  Tests,  nor  of  the  recently  developed  artificial  methods 
of  immunization  against  these  diseases. 

No  Primary  Vaccination  or  Re-Vaccinations  were  performed  by  me  under  the  Public  Health  (Small 
Pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

Reports  of  the  non-notifiable  Infection  Diseases  are  sent  to  me  by  the  Headteachers  of  the  Schools, 
such  as  Impetigo,  Influenza,  Whooping  Cough,  Vermin,  etc.  These  children  are  excluded  from 
School  until  free  from  infection. 


There  were  no  cases  of  Anthrax  or  Rabies. 

Facilities  are  provided  by  the  Council  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  verminous  persons  and 
their  belongings  at  the  Temple  Buildings,  Lampeter,  where  there  is  a steam  disinfector. 

All  the  houses  at  which  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  were  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
disinfected.
